ahe week by Great Britain, France 
and Italy to halt Russian expansion 
was joined yesterday by the United 
Slates. 


The current explanation of the 
need lor stopping Russia is that 
that country is secretly backing 
communistic plots to undermine the 
governments of many nations. More 
particularly,

But whether communistic or not 


Russia has frequently 
been

powerful in the past that Europe 
lose up united.l/ to keep from being 
enguUcd. The history of Napoleonic 
times is largely tne story of a 
battle between .Britain and Russia 
to keep war-impoverished Europe 
from falling into the hands of Mos- 
cow.

viJiairi was a German—and today's 
Russia looms over the horizon more 
powerful than ever.

in Europe—the wisdom of maintain- 
ing a "balance of power" in Eu- 
rope, with one powerful country 
opposed by a coalition of smaller 
nations equal in the aggregate to 
their mighty neighbor.

The witness, Jiro Nakahara, a 


Hawaiian Nisei who was impressed 
into service in the Japanese Navy, 
said all survivors of the two Dutch 
ships, the Tjisalak and the S. S. 
Jean Nicolet, were shot or killed 
with cutlasses on the foredeck of 
the submarine. 


Mrs. Brittain was 
aboard 
the 


Tjisalak when it was sunk in March 
1944.
